WORD HELD UP 


At that time, Connally added 
that the announcement was to 
have been made earlier this after- 
noon in Washington—but for some 
reason was held up. 

After he had authorized the As- 
sociated Press tonight to say that 
he expected announcement of the 
German surrender “momentarily,” 
Senator Connally met with repre- 
sentatives of the International 
News Service and the United Press 
as well as the AP. 

The UP representative began by 
Saying that Connally was being 
quoted by the AP. Connally said 
he had not intended that a state- 
ment which he had issued for re- 
lease after the surrender an- 
nouncement should be published. 

When it was established that 
this had not been published, but 
only the statement Connally had 
authorized the AP to carry, the 
INS and the UP reporters asked if 
Connally had said he expected an 
announcement of the surrender 
“momentarily.” 

Connally said, after being re- 
minded by the Associated Press re- 
porter that he had authorized the 
quotation, that it was correct. 

The United Press reporter then 
asked if it was not true that Con- 
nally had made this statement on 
the basis of rumors and informa- 
tion which had been current at the 
United Nations sessions today.

Pastors of the city’s churches, 
who were planning services for 
V-E Day, cancelled their plans 
upon learning the true situation. 
These plans originally called for a 
joint service in the city auditorium 
this afternoon. 

The response of the city to the 
first announcement that V-E Day 
was near was orderly and instan- 
taneous. All hotel bars, “hot-spots” 
and liquor stores closed without 
police direction. In many of the 
hotels, women, upon hearing the 
first report, burst into tears. Then 
there was wild applause 

Everywhere throughout the city, 
people gathered in groups, eagerly 
discussing the report and eagerly 
grasping for more information. 
Newspaper telephones were over- 
whelmed with calls from those 
who wanted to hear more than the 
radio gave them. Those who called 
after the time of the President’s 
announcement uttered words of 
disappointment. 

Thus, the embryo celebration 
came to an end.

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4000 British and French Freed 
By British Second Near Bremen

WITH THE BRITISH SECOND 
ARMY, April 28,—(UP)—About 
4,000 French and British prison- 
ers were freed yesterday from 
Westertinke prison camp, it was 
revealed today as battle-tired Tom- 


mies rested in conquered Bremen. 

British units smashed into the 
suburban town despite stubborn 
resistance from the 15th Panzer 
Grenadiers.

Southern Baptists point with 
joy to the century of progress and 
exclaim “hitherto the Lord has 
blessed us.” In 1845 the conven- 
tion had only 13 co-operating 
states, while today there are 20. 
District associations have _ in- 
creased from 212 to 925. Churches 
have increased from 417 to 29,965; 
ministers from 2,005 to 24,011; 
baptisms in 1845 from 22,891 to 
218.223 in 1944, with increase in 
membership from 351,941 in 1845 
to 5,667,925 in 1945. 

Sunday schools have grown from 

218 to 24,626 during the cen- 
tury, while the Sunday school en- 
rollment rose from 78,900 to 3,- 
380.630 during the same time. With 
mo training unions a century ago, 
there are now 48,857, with a total 
enrollment of 759,885, and where 
there were no women’s missionary 
societies a century ago there are 
now 38.695. credited with a con- 
tribution of $4,675,455 last year.

Prisoners Still Die

PARIS, April 28.—(4)—The prisopers left in the notorious Ger- 
'man labor camp at Buchenwald are still dying at the rate of 15 a 
day although it has been two weeks since the American Army opened 


the camp. 

When captured the camp had a 
vO;ulation of about 20,000, and 
those able to be taken away were 
removed so that only about 6,000 
were there when a party of edi- 

' tors visited the place. They were 

'sick and starving, most of them 
past saving. 

_ The camp is a place of unbeliev-

The general said the plan was 
presented to Chiang Kai-shek and 
his minister of war, Gen. Chen 
Cheng, and “they are co-operating 
so far as I can ascertain 100 per 
cent.”

Schoo) at 
Augusta. This would feature an 
$800,000 general state hospital, 
with ea bed capacity of 400, and 
erection of a new administration 
building and remodeling of the 
present administration building 
into a dormitory—at a total cost 
of $250,000. 

“We need more properly trained 
coctors, particularly in rural sec- 
tions.” the splons said, “but be- 
fore the school of medicine can 
accept additional students it must 
have an increase in available clini- 
cal materia) and this can only be 
accomplished. in our opinion, by 
the construction of a general hos- 
pital at Augusta.”

GIs Preview 


New Charter 


Two thousand Georgians in the 
armed forces have received a 
synopsis of the proposed new con- 
stitution to be voted on August 7. 

This was announced yesterday 
by President James Evitt Jr., of 
Ringgold, who said his Georgia 
Young Democratic clubs plan to 
send out thousands more of their 
pamphlets giving information on 
the new constitution. 

The synopsis was written by 
Gov. Arnall. It lists 50 important 
changes which, the Governor said, 
offer governmental reforms, strike 
at dictatorship, and safeguard the 
budget. Of special interest to the 
servicemen and women are the 
provisions establishing a constitu- 
tional department of veterans’ 
service. The new document offers 
constitutional protection to the pe- 
nal yreform program, sets the 
groundwork for a merit system. 
and offers a greater measure of 
home rule. : 

Approximately 50,000 service- 
men and women voted in the 1944 
Georgia election. Ballots for the 
constitution election will be sent 
to the battlefronts by the state 
— using federal facili- 
ies.

They believe that Himmler was attempting to negotiate 


a German surrender to the western Allies, leaving Russia 


out. 


No such proposal, it was stated here, would be consid- 
ered for even a moment by the United States and Britain. 
Russia, it was said, is being informed hour by hour on 
developments in the final hours of the fatal Nazi dilemma. 
It was believed that Himmler received a prompt and 
stern reply to his offer, coupled with the admonition that 
only proposals of unconditional surrender would be con- 
sidered and these only if directed to all the Big Three

Atlanta’s entertainment world 
was all set for the biggest show 
in its history last night—the sur- 
render of Nazi Germany—but the 
“show” didn’t come off in tradi- 
tional fashion. 

The peace report, which later 
proved to be false, threw Peach- 
tree street's fun spots into a dither. 
The Rhodes and Rialto theaters 
turned their audiences out into the 
overcrowded streets. More than 
5000 fun seekers arrived at the 
city’s night spots only to find that 


the doors were locked and signs 
reading: 
hanging outside. 

The other movie houses down- 
town had their instructions to halt 
their pictures and Atlanta pastors 
of all faiths waited in the lobbies 
for word to take the stage and 
utter a prayer that the peace in 
the Pacific was not far off. 

Everywhere police officials, with 
orders to close every restaurant 
which sold beer, and every night 
club, ran frantically from place to 
place ordering managers of these 
establishments to close at once. 
FOOD LEFT TO SPOIL 

More than $3,000 worth of food 
which was to have fed the hungry 
night club throngs at the Paradise 
room was left to spoil. Chefs there 
had prepared pies, cakes, hams 
and goodies of all kinds, but when 
the announcement of “peace” 
came, Cecil Cannon, owner of the 
hotel, ordered the doors barred. 
It was estimated that more than 
600 patrons were turned away. 

But, all this hustle and bustle 
proved to be nothing more than 
just a big “dress rehearsal.” 

One night spot—Wisteria Gar- 
den—had remained open, waiting 


for an official report before clos- 
ing its doors.

ATHENS, Ga., April 28.—The 
campus bell at the University of 
Georgia rang continuously for al- 
most two hours in premature cele- | 
bration of V-E Day. 


Students and townspeople alike 
stayed close to theeir radios when 
the first rumors of surrender broke 
until President Truman made his 
announcement that the rumors had 
no foundation. 


“I had hoped the rumors of 
peace were true so that the people 
of Athens could go to church to- 
morrow and give thanks for vic- 
tory,” Mayor Robert L. McWhorter 
said. “It certainly looks like the 
war in Germany will be over soon.” 


Judge Blanton Fortson, chair- 
man of the agricultural develop- 
ment board, said: “Naturally l 
am disappointed. Since Truman 
spoke so positively it doesn’t sound 
like there is much hope of peace 
tonight. Let’s hope the Germans 
will surrender soon anyway.”

Many readers of this column 
will recall that my biography of

REPORTER GETS EYEFUL 


This trip was a search for facts | 


and. considering the magnitude of 
what's happening in the Tennes- 
see valiey, it was thorough. The 
TVA personnel up and down the 
line offered every aid requested 
in that quest, but at no time did 
they seek to channel the course 
of the investigation. They stood 
by and were exceedingly helpful 
in furnishing information. When 
requested, they made valuable 
suggestions. But at no time did 
they offer advice or seek to in- 
fluence the reporter's judgment. 

The facts upon which the re- 
porter has built these articles and 
the method he has used in put 
ting them together are thus his 
own.

The primary purpose of this 
series of articles is to give to the 
readers of The Constitution some 
adecuate idea of the socio-eco- 
nomic impact of the TVA on the 
lives of the people who live in 
the Tennessee valley area.

The Tennessee river is one of 
the mighty rivers of America. It 
is a river of history, a river of the 
pioneers. Its many tributaries rise 
in the Great Smoky mountains in 
an area which yields an annual 
rainfall of 84 inches, the greatest 
rainfall in all of eastern America. 
Two of those tributaries, the 
French Broad and the Holston, 
meet about a mile above Knox 
ville and form the main stream, 


the Tennessee river. 

This river, first running south,

No Labor 


says Mine Union Chief

WASHINGTON, April 28.—(4) 
John L. Lewis broke a long si- 
lence on labor issues this week 
in a Magazine article provocative- 
ly captioned “There Is No Labor 
Movement.” 

The leader of the United Mine 
Workers answered several ques- 
tions for Collier’s Magazine, and 
the publication suggested the an- 
swers would “make a lot of peo- 
ple mad.” 

Lewis asserts: 

“Politicians” are to blame for 
the wartime industrial strife. 

There is no labor movement be- 
cause other labor groups are mere 
“political company unions” which 
have been “bellwethered . . . into 
the abattoir of partisan politics” 
by their leaders. 

“MASTER MARINER” 

The government cast aside the 
“master chart left by a master 
mariner” — Woodrow Wilson— 
from World: War I, and today ac- 
tually has no “government labor 
policy.” 

The no-strike pledge adopted in 
the dark days after Pearl Harbor 
was not implemented by other 
principles such as were formulat- 
ed at Wilson’s behest by indus- 
try and labor representatives. This 
has led to a “game of blindrman’s 
buff.”’ 

Industrial peace could be at- 
tained by labor unity, and by end- 
ing “the present alliance between 
certain sections of organized la- 
bor and political ‘machines’ in cit- 
ies, states and the nation.” 

If other labor groups followed 
the principles set forth in the 
U. M. W. A. ‘constitution, the 
“evils” existing in labor fields 
could be stamped out. Reforms 
thus made possible would include 
“elimination of racketeering and 
racial discrimination, full finan- 
cial statements, the right of union 
members to a free ballot, and pro- 
tection for the individual against 
abuse of power by officials.” 
HITS LABOR BOARD 

These were a few of the points 
Lewis made, but he stood back 
and loosed a flurry of punches 
at the War Labor Board and the 
Smith-Connally war labor disputes 
act. 

The board earlier this week 
unanimously approved his new 
contract with the bituminous coal 
operators and eventually must pass 
on whatever agreement he writes 
with the anthracite operators.

No more in- 
flammatory piece of legislation 
was ever passed, for this grotesque 
slave statute not only invites in- 
dustrial conflict, but commands 
it.

This generation has had its war. 


It will be, if the pattern of history con- 
tinues unchanged, at least two decades be- 
fore the temper of the peoples of the 
world is such that they will accept another 
war under any circumstances. 


The vears of conflict now drawing to a 
close on the European continent, and 
which, God willing, will shortly be ended 
in the Pacific, will leave even the vic- 
torious powers weary of war and anxious 


for peace. A period of reconstruction and 
rehabilitation lies ahead, a period of vigi- 
lance against any form of military ag- 
gression. 


It will be when that period is over, 
when the horrors of war have been for- 
got, that the real danger will come, that 
the real need of a world security organi- 
zation will be manifest. 


Thus it is the destiny of the class of 
’65 which representatives from 46 nations 
hold in their hands at San Francisco. It 
is the infant sons of men now overseas 
and the babies who will be born in the 
years just ahead who will pay with their 
lives if we are unable to perfect a work- 
able world security organization. 


San Francisco could adopt a worse sym- 
bol than a high-chair. For it is future 


_ generations who have the biggest stake of 


all in its decisions.

What South Needs 
Is Wilson's Courage 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route around

One of the ablest of southern journalists, who has pioneered in 
progressive fields, is Virginius Dabney, editor of the Richmond 
Times-Dispatch. He is naturally and properly disturbed, as is every 
real Jeffersonian, that too many southern officials have stood against 
some of the most important reforms that glorify the Franklin Roose- 
velt era. He is also distressed that political machines, often allied 
with utility groups and others desiring special privilege, exert too 
much influence in selecting Democratic candidates, due to the in- 
difference of many voters in the south, or the feeling of being help- 
less in a contest with a well-oiled (sometimes from oil monopolies) 
political machine that uses the name Democrat in order to better 
serve the House of Privilege. 

Naturally, in common with hundreds of thousands of southern 
Democrats tired of reaction, Mr. Dabney is looking for a remedy. 
In his near desperation he thinks he has discovered the remedy in 
this prescription: 

“We must shake off this old man of the sea, this one-party sys- 
tem, become truly free and independent politically, and thus realize 
our destiny as an influential and functioning section of the Union. 
«+. Ladies and gentlemen, let’s get out of the bag.” 

Mr. Dabney correctly diagnoses the disease, but his prescription 
is no remedy. Quite the reverse. Much could be said in favor 
of a two-party system in the south but for two things: (1) The Re- 
publican party takes dictation from Wall Street and has violently 
and ignorantly opposed every policy of the New Freedom of Wil- 
son and the New Deal of Roosevelt; (2) the Republican party in 
the south as organized is dominated by mefi .who are chiefly ani- 
mated by a desire to secure federal jobs when the Republicans elect 
a president and genuflection to predatory interests which furnish 
oil: for the machine. If the Republicans in the south had even a 
gleam of liberalism, there might be some hope for a two-party sys- 
tem. But as long as the southern Republican party is the pawn of 
predatory interests, the best thing that can happen is to keep it in 
the impotency that has resulted from its reactionary course. 

- It is not enough, however, to object to Mr. Dab- 
Not Enough ney’s prescription. There must be evolved a bet- 
ter one. Fortunately, it is at hand and ready for use whenever the 
voters wish to make it work. ‘The great majority of the Democrats 
in the south are liberal and progressive, but many of them lack 
militancy. In the absence of organized opposition within the party, 
the well-greased machine often elects men who give lip service to 
democracy and in critical contests vote like Republicans stand-pat- 
ters do. That situation once prevailed in Alabama and Florida, 
but in 1944 the mass of Democrats rose up and, though opposed by 
Money Bags (some Republican money) and Privilege, Lister Hill 
was re-elected to the senate by a large majority over a powerful 
reactionary opposition. In Florida, Sen. Pepper, a militant liberal, 
faced the same character of opposition. He won only because the 
people were aroused and there was no poll-tax impediment. In 
South Carolina, Reactionary ‘‘Cotton Ed” Smith, after a third of a 
century in the senate, was defeated by Gov. Olin Johnston, who 
went from mill boy to governor. In Arkansas, a somewhat like 
contest put Fulbright in the senate. An even more impressive 
contest sent Kilgore, militant Liberal, to the senate from West Vir- 
ginia. There are other men with liberal views in the senate from 
the south and there will be none who pay tribute to privilege if 
the Democrats who composed a majority of the party make an effort 
to drive out those who “use the livery of heaven in which to serve 
the devil.” 

One great trouble in Virginia and other states where a machine 
selects candidates who win most often by default, the people do not 
know or exercise their power. They should recall and be heart- 
ened by the declaration of Woodrow Wilson when he was being 
fought by the utility machine bosses in New Jersey: 

“Do not allow yourselves to be dismayed. You see where the 
machine is entrenched, and it looks like a real fortress. It looks as 
if real men were inside, as if they had real guns. Go and touch it. 
It is a house of cards. Those are imitation generals, those are 
playthings that look like guns. Go and put your shoulders against 
the thing and it collapses.” 

Wilson put his shoulder—aided by courageous Democratic vot- 
ers—‘‘against the thing” and the supposed impregnable Democratic 
machine in New Jersey collapsed. Machines oiled by privilege and 
opposed to the spirit of the New Freedom or the New Deal will 
collapse in every state in the south if the people “will put their 
shoulders against the thing.” You do not believe it? Only this year 
the young, dynamic governor of Georgia—Arnall—fought the ~-an- 
tiquated poll tax and it lay dead at his feet. The only need is the 
sort of courage that Wilson invoked.

Should a Memorial 
Have Useful Purpose? 


Some day in the not distant future the cities, 
towns, villages and all communities in the 
United States will be discussing memorials, to 


be erected or established in memory of their sons who died in this 


war to save our country and the world from slavery to the Axis. 

A couple of weeks ago this column suggested, as beautiful, 
suitable and valuable form for such memorials, community forests.

And so, I arrive at the point sought, to ask why there cannot be 
both types of memorial? Why not, in memory of our heroic war 
dead, create a memorial forest? Then, in that forest, perhaps at 
its entrance, erect the marble shaft which is the symbol of the mem- 
ory we would keep awake. 


sei¢ here is something about a grove of 
Trees and the Spirit trees which links the spirit of man 
with the Spirit of God. The peace we find in the quiet places 
shaded by stately trees seems, somehow, to come nearer than any 
other we find on earth to the “peace which passeth understanding.” 

There is refreshment for the spirit, comfort for the soul, in the 
sight of tall trees lifting their leafy heads toward heaven, swaying 
gently in the caressing breeze, whispering their secrets of nature 
in their rustling leaves.

Hangers-on Anxious 
For Word From Amal] 


Political hangers-on are in a great state of 

agitation as unannounced candidates for gover 

nor in 1946 hold campaign rallies over the state. 

Now holding state jobs with the present administration or being 

members of the legislature who want to get on the winning side 

with the new administration, many persons are spending restless 

nights trying to guess the answer to one question: Will Ellis Arnall 
be a candidate for re-election? 

A shrewd attempt to bring Gov. Arnall out on this issue was 
made the other day by his own executive secretary and a political 
writer, but it fell flat. Just as he prevented his second legislature 
from turning into a political battleground for future governors, 
Gov. Arnall retained his hold on the state employes for the closing 
half of his administration by keeping this question mark before 
them. Arnall prevented the legislature from passing a constitu- 
tional amendment permitting him to succeed himself, and then left 
the matter open, since the legislature meets again next January. 
To the most recent efforts to force his hand, Gov. Arnall said: “This 
is no time to talk politics. There is a war on, and there is much 
work to be done by our state government. There is plenty of time 
left to embroil the state in political campaigns.” 

With his “work-not-politics” statement, the Governor is pulling 
the reins tight on state employes who would like to know which 
gubernatorial bandwagon they ought to crawl on. 


: ~ The employes would prefer Gov. Arnall for 
Har r1S OF Rivers another term, naturally. But, if he doesn’t 
want another term, they would like to line up with their favorite 
of the two presently outstanding candidates—House Speaker Roy 
Harris or former Gov. Ed Rivers—and help bring Arnall’s support 
to him. Rivers’ supporters honeycomb the state capitol, but Harris 
carries the legislature. Harris is making statesmanlike speeches for 
adoption of the proposed constitution, cagily appearing before the 
public many times a week without apparently talking politics. Rivers 
is holding political fish fries to get his political machine in working 
order. A recent party held in Rivers.territory with Harris present 
failed to get the two men in agreement on which should drop out 
of the 1946 race. While both are stubbornly remaining in the race, 
supporters of Harris say Rivers will pull out at the proper time, 
and supporters of Rivers say the same of Harris. Both are bidding 
for Arnall’s blessings. Unless they get together, however, Gov. 
Arnall himself probably will run for re-election to prevent a split 


in his ranks. 

’ The speculation has reached the stage as 
Candidate Arnall to whether Arnall would be re-elected with- 
out opposition, or whether he would have to beat more than one 
candidate. Many political observers will tell you that Ellis Arnall 
can whip the field, no matter how large, on one single accomplish- 
ment of his vast reform. administration: Paying the state out of 
debt without raising taxes. That one item will throw former Gov. 
Talmadge off his customary campaign platform. He could hardly 
yell extravagance, and promise to pay off the big state debt against 
a candidate who already had paid off a multimillion-dollar debt 
left by Talmadge. A candidate who paid off the debt while placing 
Georgia school teachers on a nine-month state pay basis, freeing 
education from political dictatorship, replacing a cruel and obsolete 
chain gang system with an up-to-date penal program, ending the 
pardon racket of bygone administrations, and drawing up the blue- 
prints for a postwar development program, Arnall’s record would 
pit him against any and all comers in the political arena. 

Many believe Arnall will be Georgia’s next governor. There 
is talk that the legislature will convene itself in special session and 
eliminate the constitutional ban on governors succeeding them- 
selves.

To Feed 
Europe? 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 


Director, American Institute 
Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J.—When the 
late President Roosevelt, shortly 
before he died, said he thought the 
American people would be willing 
to put up with food shortages in 
order to help feed people in Eu- 
rope after the war, he was mak- 
ing a correct appraisal of public 
sentiment. 

An overwhelming majority 
among the adults in this coun- 
try say people in United States 
should continue to put up with 
food shortages for a year after the 
war in order to help feed people 
in Europe. 

In fact, a sizeable majority say 
we should put up with such short- 
ages for two years after the war, 
if Mecessary. 

Moreover, women, who daily 
face the problem of preparing 
their tables under rationing re- 
strictions, show themselves even 
more willing than men to continue 
the shortages for one year, or even 
two, to help the Europeans in 
devastated areas. 

These facts are brought to light 
in a recent nationwide survey in 
which field reporters for the In- 
stitute asked: 

“For a year after the war in 
Europe is over, should people in 
the United States continue to put 
up with present shortages of but- 
ter, sugar, meat, and other ra- 
tioned food products in order to 
give food to.people who need it 
in Europe?” 

The replies across the nation:

experience, of being among the 
first American glider troops to 
cross the Rhine. In a letter re- 
ceived several days ago by his par- 
ents, Col. and Mrs, Willlam A. 
Sirmon, he gives an eye-witness 
account of that now famous air- 
borne operation. ... 

“Early the morning of the 24th 
we woke and moved out to the 
waiting gliders which we had 
loaded and lashed our jeeps and 
trailers into the previous day. No 
one seemed to realize what was 
so near at hand, for the air was 
filled with loud laughs and jokes 
and boasts. We took off in France 
and viewed France, Belgium and 
Holland from the air. Although 
the scenery below was beautiful, 
it went hardly unnoticed by us for 
there was a pretty good breeze 
upstairs which made our glider 
roll, twist, drop and weave in 
every conceivable direction. For 
two hours and forty minutes we 
battled the controlling powers 
that directed the actions of our 
stomachs, only to weaken at regu- 
lar intervals. 

“All eyes were peeled for the 
Rhine. The glider pilot gave the 
warning signal, and it seemed all 
hell broke loose and started to- 
wards heaven. As we cut our 
glider loose from the C-47 a .20- 
mm. gun clipped one wing, and 
half my hopes with it. This was 
one confused Georgia boy! (That 
is the military term for scared as 
hell!) Our pilot tried three times 
to make a landing but twice other 
gliders blocked the road. The 
third time we hit the ground 
about 100 yards from a German 
farmhouse and were heading 
straight for it. We ripped through 
three fences, which didn’t slow us 
down at all. Until that moment 


I thought the Empire State build-| ; 


ing was the biggest thing in the 
world. Two more fences slowed 
us down and another stopped us 
cold about 20 yards from the 
house. 

“TI had the door off the glider 
by the time it stopped, and a guy 
lying in a ditch filled with slimy 
water yelled that Germans were 
firing from the house straight 
ahead, and for me to hit the ditch. 
And I sure hit that ditch! There 
wasn’t much evidence of the ele- 
ment of surprise for every Ger- 
man. weapon was in that vicinity 
and operating at an all-time high. 
After a while we took the house, 
and four Germans. I don’t know 
why we took them prisoners but 
whatever the reason is, I guess

“The 513th Parachute Division 
started towards the Rhine and the 
British Sixth Airborne started 
east. Late in the afternoon when 
we finally got our company to- 
gether we found one of our six 
gliders was unaccounted for.

Ger- 
man piece got them just as they 
landed. They were all good boys, 
and I know where they are now 
so I don’t worry about them. I 
worry only about t'eir mothers 
and friends who don’t understand. 

“The night passed without a 
break in the firing at all. [ didn’t 
awake the next morning for I 
hadn't gone to sleep the night be- 
fore. Realizing we needed bigger 
and better foxholes, I started on 
some new ones, and while on my 
tenth, I looked up to see the most 
beautiful picture ever displayed 
by nature and man. There on 
a dusty, shell-beaten road was a 
convoy of ambulances. No one 
said a word at first but everyone 
knew the only possible way they 
could have gotten there was by 
crossing the Rhine. It didn’t oc- 
cur to me that we had connected 
with the Ninth Army. but I said 
to my pal, Chuck: e road to 
home is open again.’

One of the best known estates 
in the south was transferred last 
week when Altama Plantation, in 


Glynn county, 12 miles north of 


Brunswick, Ga., in the land of ro- 
mance and adventure, was sold 
»by the estate of Cator Woolford. 
Purchaser was Alfred W. Jones, 
of Sea Island, Ga. This magnifi- 
cent estate, containing approxi- 
mately 6,200 acres, was acquired | 
by the late Mr. Woolford in 1932. 
from the estate of William du Pont 
r., of Wilmington, Del., who ac- 
quired it in 1914. 

Altama Plantation, with its 6,- 
200 acres of fenced-in land and | 
the hundreds of deer and other, 


wild animals and birds, has a most | 
| 


interesting history. 

The property orginally ‘consist- 
ed of three plantations—Altama, 
Hopeton and Elizafield—which are 
now combined into Altama Plant- 
ation. It came into the joint pos- 
session of John Couper and James 
Hamilton (two Scotchmen) early 
in the 19th century—probably 
about 1806. The owners bought 
600 Negroes, hired overseers and 
executed heavy and costly im- 
provements. 

Mr. Couper’s eldest son, James 
Hamilton Couper, educated at 
Yale. was sent to Europe partici- 
ularly to study irrigation and pro- 
tecting irrigated lands in Holland 
He returned in 1814, and at the 
age of 21 settled at Hopeton. He 
managed the Hopeton estate, con- 
sisting of 1,200 acres of rice land, | 
banked, ditched an4 cleared from 
the swamp. The estate was later 
called by him “Altama” (the name |

Veterans Need More Time To Select 
Homes Under GI Bill of Rights 


CHICAGO, April 28.—With 2,- 
700 priorities for the building of 
new homes already granted to men 
honorably discharged from World 
War II, the unprecedented veter- 
ans’ home ownership program en- 
visioned by those who planned 
and legislated for it in the GI Bill 
of Rights becomes the first post- 
war program to begin to be real- 
ized, Morton Bodfish, executive 
vice president of the United States 
Savings and Loan League, said to- 
day. 

He was speaking to a commit- 
tee of the league studying the 
guarantee of mortgages, which is 
a feature of the GI home loan 
plan. He emphasized that by and 
large the congress intended it as 
a postwar program with veterans 
purchasing or building their homes 
under conditions at least approach- 
ing normal, at prices not inflated. 


He said that the congress was 
essentially right in this emphasis, 
since many of the 40,000 service- 
men now being released each 
month, are not settled in their own 
minds about where they will want 
to live or about their means of 
livelihood. By giving the veteran 
several years to exercise his op- 
portunity to borrow with the guar 
antees of the Veterans’ Administra 


tion, the congress has put it with-| 


in the power of the serviceman 
to be deliberate about his home- 
ownership undertaking. 

“For most of our citizens the 
purchase of a home is the most 
important and largest investment 
of a lifetime, and by making this 
veterans’ assistance part of a post- 
war home-ownership program 
rather than a war housing pro- 
gram, the legislators have done GI 
Joe a great favor,” he said.

learned to understand them... 


VISITOR to Worcester, Mass., was startled, 
A a few weeks ago, to see the red flag of 
Russia flying from the front of the City Hall. 
““What’s the idea?”’ he demanded of a passer- 
by. “Has Worcester gone Communist?” 

The Worcester man shook his head, smil- 
ing. ““Not Communist,” he said. “Just neigh- 
borly. Last week it was the Polish flag; a 
week before that, the Norwegian. Haven't 
you heard of ‘Worcester and the World’? 
Every week we have a different country to 
get acquainted with. This is Russia Week.”’ 

Week by week, for six months, until they 
recently completed the list of United Nations, 
the people of Worcester have been honoring 
the friendly countries of the world — honor- 
ing them not only by hanging out their flags, 
but by learning about them, getting to know 
them. “‘Australia Week,”’ “Belgium Week,” 
“Canada Week,” “China Week” ... so it 
went, alphabetically, a neighborly roll call. 


Can Help Banish Wars 


Many diplomats agree with Ambassador 
John G. Winant that this senes has been 
“a significant contribution to international 
understanding.” So significant, said the Tor- 
onto “Financial Post,”’ that, “honestly and 
regularly duplicated 10,000 times, it is the 
sort of thing that would just about banish 
wars from the face of the earth.” 

Why? Because nations are made up of 
people. And if people know each other, es- 
tablishing peace is that much easier. “‘Wor- 
cester and the World” exposed the people 
of a whole community, a typical American 
industrial city of 240,000 —in their homes, 
their clubs, their schools, their churches — to 
the one thing on which understanding and 
good will rest: the truth about other peoples. 

They got representatives of the other 


countries to come and talk to them at public 
forums — people like T. A. Raman, former 
secretary to Mahatma Gandhi; Dr. Jan 
Papanek, minister plenipotentiary of Czecho- 
slovakia; Harold Butler, British minister to 
the United States, and many others. 

They had special exhibitions in store win- 
dows, museums, the public library. The radio 
and newspapers were filled with features. 

It all started last summer, when David H. 
Harris, program director of Worcester’s sta- 
tion WTAG, arranged an exchange of good- 
will broadcasts with foreign stations. 


D Day Brought New Ideas 


Ir D Day had not come along, forcing a post- 
ponement of the broadcasts, that might have 
been all there was to it. But Harris, a five- 
foot-eight enthusiasm machine, began to get 
new ideas. 

He went across the street to the office of 
Mayor William A. Bennett. The mayor lis- 
tened, then called in Kiwanians, Rotarians, 
the Women’s Club, heads of the library, 
school and museum committees, and other 
leading citizens. ““‘Worcester and the World” 
was launched, with Dave Harris chairman 
of the. committee in charge. 

The programs started October 1. They 
varied with different countries, but followed 
a general pattern. The mayor would issue a 
proclamation naming the country-of-the- 
week, urging all citizens to learn about it. 

The speakers, obtained with the help of 
the United Nations Information Office in 
New York, would come. They would not 
only speak at the meetings and public 
forums at Clark University, but they 
would also meet all sorts of people. 

Taxi drivers chatted with them. An ele- 
vator girl at the Hotel Sheraton got their 
autographs. School children asked them ques- 
tions. One seemed surprised, and a bit dis- 
appointed, when the Norwegian Ambassador 
told her that he did not wear a crown. 

The library, in the meantime, featured 
books on the country-of-the-week. Museums 
held their exhibits, radio musicians played

the national music. The newspapers ran inter- 
views, photographs and special articles; the 
schools held quizzes. Most important of all, 
people talked. 

“Whatever you were interested in,” a 
Worcesterite put it, “you found something 
aimed at you.” 

Housewives were intrigued by recipes: 
curries in “India Week,” fish soup in “‘Nor- 
way Week,” beef a /a stroganov in “Russia 
Week.” Gardeners were surprised to learn 
that New Zealand was the home of tetra- 
gonia expansa, known there as New Zea- 
land ice plant and here as spinach. 

Stamp collectors and coin collectors got 
to see rare items loaned by other collectors. 
Art lovers enjoyed modern Russian paint- 
ings, Norwegian tapestries, Chinese temple 
pieces, Indian hand-worked textiles. Dancing 
enthusiasts were entranced by the exhibition 
of Czechoslovakian folk dancing. 

Men and boys interested in engineering 
eagerly studied three-dimensional drawings 
of the control system of the Zuyder Zee. 
Many found provocative information in 
Sigrid Undset’s special article on Norway's 
laws, noted with interest that Soviet Russia 
not only gives a ballot to all adults but penal- 
izes them for not voting. 


Joint Church Services 


THe religious-minded were moved by a 
joint service, made possible by radio, of the 
All Saints Episcopal Church of Worcester, 
Mass., and the Episcopalian Cathedral of 
Worcester, England, as well as by the pag- 
eantry of the services conducted in “Greece 
Week” at the Greek Orthodox Church. 

So it went. School children discovered that 
some South Americans envy our school sys- 
tem, and are trying to give their children the 
kind of education we take for granted. Jitter- 
buggers were delighted to find that the Bel- 
gian Congo has had “‘hep’’ music for ages. 

Through this process of learning things 
care the important result: a realization that 
the people of these neighbor countries are 
the same kind of human beings that we are. 


There is a frosty old Yankee janitor who 
used to damn the English. He happened to 
meet Harold Butler, the British Minister. 
“You know,” he said, afterwards, ‘“‘that man 
Butler is a pretty good feller, ain’t he?”’ 

There is a club woman who protested at 
opening the club hall for the special meetings. 
“We're trying to save heat,” she said, “‘and 
if we can’t have our own meetings, we cer- 
tainly shouldn’t waste any on foreigners.”’ 
But she didn’t miss a meeting, and thinks 
now that the club should have speakers from 
other countries, although the ‘“‘Worcester and 
the World” series is over. “‘“So many people 
dre narrow-minded,’’ she argues. 


Have Much in Common 


Tuere is a banker who used to be sure 
that we would have to fight Russia. He went 
to the public forum at which a Russian offi- 
cial was to speak, determined to have answers 
to the bluntest questions he could frame. 
He got the answers, and is convinced today 
that Russia and America have so much in 
common that anybody who sees a Russian 
menace is either a trouble-maker or a fool. 

There is a high school girl who used to 
consider all the talk about the hardships of 
our European allies as mere propaganda, 
with no bearing on her need of nylons and 
butter. She had tea with a Polish girl only a 
little older than herself, who had seen much 
Nazi violence before escaping. Now she knows 
that “talk’’ of people in foreign countries 
is of real people — people like that lovely 
girl she met at tea. 

These are just samples that have come to 
light. “‘Nobody can tell exactly how deep 
this thing has gone,’’ says Mayor Bennett. 
“But we think we know, here in Worcester, 
more about-our world neighbors than we did 
before — and how to play ball with them.”’ 

Worcester found one way to do that. Other 
communities may find other ways. However 
it is done, it is the down-to-earth basis for 
peace on earth and good will to men.

Hostess Without Help 


BY EMILY POST 


She has time to welcome all her guests 


You can dine graciously 


without aid of servants 


ARTIME living has brought many 
TOY cenecs in. American social customs. 
The servant ‘shortage, for example, has 
given us a new kind of hostess. I call her 
Mrs. Three-in-One — for she must be cook, 
waitress, and tranquil hostess at one and the 
same time. Her problem is to serve a dinner 
without ever leaving her place at the table. 
. Mrs. Three-in-One is an important part 
of our social life. You would do well to 
emulate her, I told a reader who asked, 
“With no servant, how can]! graciously give 
a dinner for six?” 
First of all equip your dining room with 
two sturdy serving tables — one to stand 
at the side of your husband’s chair and the 
other next to your own. The tables are used 
for supplies and discards. The bottom 
shelves are for used dishes, the middle 
shelves for supplies and dishes used later. 
On top of your own table you probably 
put the dessert, while the salad goes on the 
top of your husband’s table. (Half of the 
salad plates on top of half of the dessert 
plates on your second shelf. The duplicate 
half of both on your husband’s shelf.) 


Omit Service Plates 


ALLow yourself ample time before guests 
begin arriving to set the places with what- 
ever flat silver and glasses will be needed 
for your menu. Lay the dessert spoon and 
fork horizontally above the service plates; 
and above these, put finger bowls. With a 
flower in each, and no plates underneath, 
they will look like decorations. 

Service plates must be omitted. It is much 
better to set your places with a napkin 
folded attractively. 

If you wish to begin your dinner with a 
roast as the main course, you should pro- 
vide the equivalent of a first course in the 
living room. Serve plenty of substantially 


satisfying canapés and cocktails which 
should include a second offering of vegetable 
or fruit juices to take the place of a first 
course at the table. 

You receive your guests and stay with 
them until all have arrived. Then you leave 
them with your husband, go into the 
kitchen, and take the roast out of the oven. 
Put it at your husband’s place with the 
vegetable dishes beside it. Then invite 
everyone to “Come in to dinner.” 

Your husband carves the roast. Perhaps 
he also serves the vegetables. Or perhaps 
the dishes are handed around the table. 


. Salad in a Bowl 


Ar THE end of the meat course, your 
husband puts the meat platter and the 
vegetable dishes beside it on the lowest shelf 
of his service table. He then removes the 
plates of the two guests sitting on either side 
of him, and stands them on the middle shelf 
of his table. You do the same at your end. 
You both place fresh plates for salad in 
front of those next to you. 

Salad arranged in a bowl is more easily 
passed than that on a platter. Salad dressing 
mixed at the table is a ritual in some houses. 
But unless it is a special accomplishment of 
either the hostess or the host, it is best to 
have it already mixed and to pass the bow! 
so that people can help themselves. 

Dessert probably is served by you from 
the top of your service table exactly as your 
husband carved and handed the meat course. 

At the end of dinner — after your guests 
are seated in the living room — you go to 
the kitchen. Take the cream out of the ice- 
box and put it on the coffee tray which has 
otherwise been prepared, and carry it into 
the living room. Put it down on your coffee 
table, sit beside it and make the coffee. 

When it is ready, you pour it. When 
everyone has finished, you collect the cups 
and saucers and carry the tray back into the 
kitchen, where you can then take a few 


moments to put away “‘spoilable’’ foods.

Meet Commander Dornin 


N THE inmost sanctum of a suite of offices 
| in the Navy Building in Washington, D. C., 
is a man who controls the greatest Navy in the 
history of the world. His name is Admiral 
Ernest J. King. 

What kind of a representative would the 
sternest, most correct, highest-ranking man 
in the United States Navy choose to be his 
aide? What kind of a man would King pick? 

How about it, Dornin? 

Commander Dornin, age 32, submariner, 
holder of two Navy Crosses, three Silver Stars, 
two Presidential citations, and three lesser 
medals, looks you straight in the eye. 

““Pll tell you,”’’ he says. ‘*‘He’s got to 
have people around here who know what 
it is to be scared.” 

And if you don’t think Dornin’s ever becn 
scared, he’s got 10 medals to prove it! 

“You see,’’ Dornin explains, ‘‘our Navy has 
the greatest tactical paper geniuses in the world 
They can plan anything. But King’s got to 
have men around him who've been there.’’ 

Robert Edson Dornin, a Berkeley, Calif., 
boy, a nice, brown-haired, blue-eyed kid, went 
to Annapolis in 1931 because five years before 
that’s what his brother had done. 


Went to Annapolis, did Dornin, studied 
hard, played a lot of football, basketball. Made 
all-American. Graduated in 1935, served 
aboard ship for two years. 

That was 1937. Those were peace days. 
They yanked Dornin back to Annapolis. They 
made him assistant football coach — from 
August until November. Army 6, Navy 0 that 
year. On to New London, Conn., for instruc- 
tion in submarine. A year later he climbed into 
a sub, the U.S.S. Plunger. And aboard the 
Plunger he served — until March 29, 1941. 


Headed for Glory 


He went to Pearl Harbor. And on Decem- 
ber 8, 1941, he rushed to the harbor wreckage, 
found his sub untouched. That day they 
flung everything aboard that could be stowed. 
That night he slipped out of Pearl Harbor and 
submerged and headed for glory. 

The Navy record says: 

“‘Navy Cross: For extraordinary heroism in 
the line of his profession as a Commanding 
Officer of a United States submarine on a war 
patrol in enemy-controlled waters. By his skill 
and aggressiveness, he succeeded in sinking 
many thousands of tons and damaging other 
thousands of tons of enemy-escorted shipping. 
His conduct throughout this patrol was in 
keeping with the highest traditions of the 
naval service.” 

How about that, Dornin? 

“Well,”’ says Dornin, “I'll tell you. The day

He earned his decorations the hard way — in a submarine 


we sailed out of Pearl Harbor and 
headed south, we just figured we 
were goners. We knew we had a job 
to do. We knew we were all! alone 
doing it. None of us ever figured to 
come out of it alive. So we did what 
we had to do.” 

The second Navy Cross? 

“This time,”’ says Dornin, “we 
were not only surprised to be alive. 
We were knocked clean off our pins 
for the way the Navy had come back 
overnight after Pearl Harbor. Sud- 
denly there were U.S. ships all 
around us, instead of our being one 
lonely sub in an ocean full of Nips.” 


“Daring Night Attack’’ 


Tue occasion of the second Navy 
Cross reads like this: “For extra- 
ordinary heroism ... skillfully and 
aggressively attacked a large, heav-. 
ily escorted convoy and sank two 
ships. Later, in a daring night. sur- 
face attack on the remaining ships 
... succeeded in sinking two addi- 
tional ships... Several days later 
he penetrated the destroyer screen 
of a heavily escorted convoy and 
sank a medium freighter...” 

The Silver Stars just blow the 
same bugle call over again. “Tire- 
leas, patient, cool, courageous, ex- 
pert, accurate, loyal, bold, forceful 
leadership, struck again and again.”’ 
Those are words from the cool, de- 
tached, Navy record, and always, 
over and over — “In keeping with 
the highest traditions of the United 
States Naval Service.”’ 

That’s the man King of the Navy 
picked to be his Flag Aide. A man 
King can ask about submarines. 

“What did he ask you about when 
you went in just now?’’ 


“He had a map in front of him. 
He pointed to a spot on the map. 
“You were there, Dornin,’ he said. 
“What’s the current there?’ ”’ 

“Is that the kind of stuff he asks 
you?” 

“Stuff like that. Or it may be: 
‘Get me a chart of the Philippines.’ 
Or, ‘How much does the Texas 
draw?’ Or, “‘What’s this man’s rec- 
ord?’ 

“Or, it might be to tell me to 
pack a bag because we’re going to 
sit in on a conference with Stalin 
or Winston Churchill I accom- 
pany the Admiral wherever he goes. 
And if it’s a conference in the 
Pacific — I go along to shoulder the 
detail. Weed out stuff. See that he 
is presented with the essence.” 

He wasn’t made Flag Aide be- 
cause of the medals. They’re impor- 
tant. But he was made Flag Aide 
at the tender age of 32 because — 
well, the Navy isn’t exactly a club, 
but in it everything a man does and 
thinks and the general cut of his 
jib are well-known to his fellows. 
And the chap who preceded Dornin, 
asked to suggest a successor, knew 
about Dornin, named him instantly. 

Admiral King called for Dornin’s 
record. And that settled it. A mes- 
sage was relayed to a sub then 
cruising near Japan. The Navy 
had a new Flag Aide. 

Well, you know something about 
his working day. But there’s a hu- 
man streak to King, and Dornin too. 

There was the time the pretty 
Wave came in with mistletoe King 
had ordered. Dornin hung it back of 
his desk. One word led to another. 
And then Dornin was daring the 
Wave to stand under his piece of 


mistletoe. And she did. And he did. 
And right in the middle of it — in 
walked Admiral Ernest J. King, 
Admiral of the Fleet. 

Dornin’s lean, handsome face 
flushed at the memory. 

“I just stood there,’’ he said. 
** *It’s your fault, sir,’ I blurted 
finally. ‘What do you mean, my 
fault?’ he roared. ‘Well, sir,’ I 
said, ‘if you hadn’t ordered mis- 
tletoe — ’” 

“King cleared his throat. I could 
feel the gold melting off my buttons. 
‘It's your mistletoe" he shouted. 
‘Don't try to blame me for your 
mistletoe! And then he wheeled and 
strode into his office.”’ 

Dornin’s a busy man. Effortlessly 
busy.

HAVE lived for years in coal- 

mining country — a lusty, dra- 
matic world apart from other worlds 
of our alleged civilization.
